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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: it essentially repeats arguments already made 
alleging that Houle et al. or Grapes et al. do not disclose the method of using the claimed device to cool a moving object.. The functional 
recitation "adapted for transferring heat ... as an associated device moves past said surface" speaks to the intended use of the claimed 
device. At best such recitations necessitate that the prior art be inherently capable of accomplishing the recited function. In comparing 
the disclosed invention (Fig. 4, for example) with Houle et al. (Fig. 2a) or Grapes et al. (Fig. 2) it is clear that the disclosed heat 
transmitters provide the same structural features as the applicant's flat surface embodiment, and would obviously be capable of 
transmitting heat from moving surfaces as well as from stationary surfaces. Applicant offers nothing beyond conclusory statements to 
meet his burden of showing that the prior art does not inherently possess the capability to perform this function.. 
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
